“Gold Dust Twin” that had been 
hung on at the Republican 
National Convention of 1920.

This 
force was under the sea command 
of Rear Admiral Deoorman of the 
Dutch Navy, whose flag was flying 
in the DeRuyter. The whole naval 
force in the area was under the 
strategic control of Vice-Admiral 
Helfrich of the Royal Netherlands 
Navy. 

At 4:14 p. m. on Feb. 27, this Al- 
lied force made contact with a 
Japanese force about half way be- 
tween Bayean Island and Soer- 
abaja. The Japanese force consisted 
of at least nine cruisers of which 
two were of the Nati class of 10,000 
tons armed with 10 8inch guns. 
The Japanese cruisers had with 
them two flotillas of destroyers.

Almost at once one of 
the Japanese destroyer flotillas 
launched an attack but this attack 
was driven off by the fire of Al- 
lied cruisers and one of the enemy 
destroyers was seen to be hit by 
shells from H. M. A. 8.

firing began immediately, a num- 
ber of hits were scored. Mean- 
while: 

“The DeRuyter was hit by one 
shell. Afterwards, the Deruyter 
made a large change of course pre- 
sumably in order to avoid torpedoes 
fired by the enemy. The other Al- 
lied cruisers were following the 
DeRuyter when underwater explo- 
sions occurred simultaneously in 
the cruisers DeRuyter and Juva. 
Both these Dutch cruisers blew 
up and sank at once.” — 

The Navy said it was impossible 
to estimate with accuracy the dam- 
age inflicted upon the enemy dur- 
ing these actions, but added: “Ob- 
servers in the Perth considered 
that one Japanese eight-inch gun 
cruiser was sunk, a second eight- 
inch gun cruiser damaged and a 
destroyer sunk. It also has been 
reported ‘that a cruiser of the 
Mogami class was set on fire and 
three destroyers seriously damaged 
and left on fire or sinking. 

“H. M. S. Perth and the U. S. 8. 
Houston, which had received some 
damage in this action, reached 
Tanjong Priok at 7 o’clock in the 
morning of Feb. 28. Five United |; 
States destroyers reached Soura- 
baya (Soerabaja) after the action. 
“With the enemy in command of 
gea and air north of Java in over- 
whelming force, the Allied com- 
mand was faced with the problem 
of extricating the remaining Al- 
lied ships from a very dangerous 
situation.”

Only persons holding a priority 
rating of A-9 or higher may pur- 
chase or rent machines. A-9 is 
next to the lowest rating estab- 
lished for essential war industries. 

The order covers accounting and 
bookkeeping machines, addressing 
machines, billing typewriters and 
bill writing machines, dictating 
machines, duplicating machines, 
interoffice communications sys- 
tems and machines, shorthand 
writing machines, time lock stamps 
and time recording machines, and 
wi designed 
for statistical or accounting work. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today lifted restrictions on 
typewriter rentals and announced 
a plan for the limited rationing 
of used machines under temporary 
price ceilings. The rationing will 
begin April 13, with prices fixed 
at March 5 levels. Rental charges 
also are fixed under a 60-day emer- 
gency ceiling.

15 and directed larger companies 
to shut down on April 1b.

Nazis were killed at the rate of 
2000 a day in the area extending 
from the Ukraine to the Crimea be- 
tween March 7-12, said the an- 
nouncement, which followed by 24 
hours another special communi- 
que telling of, the killing of 14,000 
Germans in 15 days of fighting on 
the northwestern front.

Reason for Change. 


The old system had to be re- 
vamped before the nation could 
wage war all over the earth.

The setup at the War Depart- 
ment was based on a 1903 model— 
representing a highly progressive 
step at that time. Elihu Root, then 
Secretary of War, had seen the 
United States enter the Spanish- 
American war with no previously 
prepared plans; so he formed a 
general staff, to be purely a plan- 
ning agency, and at the head of 
it was a Chief of Staff, who had 
the dual function of supervising 
the planning and also of adminis- 
tering, under the Secretary, all the 
operations of the Army. 

The experiences of the World 
War led to a reorganization of 
the general staff in the National 
Defense Act of 1922—a project of 
Gen. Pershing’s. Under this sys- 
tem, which was on the order of 
his staff for the A. E. F. — an 
arrangement patterned largely on 
the French high command — the

no longer have separate command- 
ers, for their functions are all as- 
sumed by Gen. McNair. Thus the 
old evil of “branch consciousness” 
is eliminated. The various branches 
have sometimes tended to overem- 
phasize their own importance and 
build up their particular units, 
often to the detriment of the over- 
all organization. 


The general staff has been cut 
from 500 to 98 members, and it is 
‘specifically instructed to do noth- 
ing but plan. Although the act of 
1922 expressly stated that the gen- 
eral staff was to have no adminis- 
trative function, it nevertheless has 
done a lot of bossing, under the 
name of “operational work.” The 
result has been repeated instances 
of friction between branch com- 
manders and members of the gen- 
eral staff.

HE disinclination of this Re- 
T puniic to render adequate mili- 
tary and naval protection to its 
possessions in the Pacific (in 1909) 
gives to Japan not only temporary 
command of the entire ocean, but 
time enough for the temporary 
character of its control to pass 
into permanency. Unless’ the 
United States establishes sufficient 
naval bases in its four quarters 
of the Pacific, making them mili- 
tarily secure against land attack, 
and maintains in the Pacific fleets 
as much superior to the entire 
Navy of Japan as adverse strategic 
conditions demand, the United 
States will lose in the beginning 
what she will never be able to 
regain during the continuation of 
the war—the entire American lit- 
toral on the Pacific.

For the United States to enlist, 
equip and train to the same degree 
of efficiency a similar force would 
require not less than three years.

The Author 


OMER LEA, author of “The 
H Valor of Ignorance,” who 

died in 1912, is recognized 
in competent quarters as one of 
the great military strategists. 
Born in Denver in 1876, he 
aspired to be a soldier, but, 
though his mind was brilliant, 
his back was hunched, and there 
was no military future for him 
in America. He turned to China, 
first in the cause of the Boy 
Emperor and then as military 
adviser to the famous Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, founder of the Chinese 
Republic, attaining the rank of 
Lieutenant General.

Their pro- 
tection depends upon mobile armies 
sufficient in themselves to repulse 
any force the enemy is capable of 
landing—not in specific harbors, 
but on any portion of the seacoast.

Auchinleck’s North African cam- 
paign being resumed soon seems 
slim. On the other hand, there is 
confidence here in the ability of 
the British forces to prevent Rom- 
mel from pressing his offensive, 
the object of which is the Suez 
Canal. 

The greatest menace in the west- 
ern half of the world now is U-boat 
warfare, which ig heaviest off the 
American coasts, There are prob- 
ably at large in the Atlantic now 
more U-boats than ever before in 
this, or the last, war. As the Ger- 
mans dropped the production of all 
ships save U-boats at the beginning 
of the war, it is probable that they 
are now being turned out at the 
rate of one daily. 

Crews, formerly thought to be a 
bottleneck, now-seem to be avail- 
dble, and they are trained in the 
Baltic. Whereas four months ago 
allied successes against U-boats 
were such that the morale among 
the crews was definitely bad, U- 
boat sinkings of shipping off the 
American coasts are now resulting 
in extreme cockiness among Nazi 
crews. 

It will, be noted that the attacks 
are being directed against tankers, 
hence, against the Allies’ oil life- 
line. The most serious phases of 
the last war were in April, 1917, 
and July, 1918, when U-boats also 
directed their attacks against tank- 
ers. The Germans obviously are 
determined to outstrip -the allied 
shipbuilding program by sinkings. 

If American supplies to Russia 
and Britain should be cut off, or 
seriously curtailed, the German 
spring drive against Russia would 
havé greater chances of success 
and the need for invasion of Brit-} 
ain would be diminished. From 
these considerations has arisen the 
belief that the Germans will attack’ 
Iceland shortly to cut allied sea 
lines. United States troops are in 
possession of Iceland. 

As shipbuilding as well as all 
war production is vital, the newly- 
appointed Minister of State Capt. 
Oliver Lyttelton’s assumption of 
authority over all production is 
important. He and Labor Min- 
ister Ernest Bevin work well to- 
gether. Thus, Britain, for the 
first time, can see a co-ordinated 
production program ahead, based 
to a certain extent on American 
Production Chief Donald M. Nel- 
son’s organization. 
| The British bdmbing policy, 
widely discusSed and debated dur- 
ing past weeks, has been basically 
little altered. Despite opposition 
from other services, air staff views 
have won out. Germany is to be 
bombed as constantly and as heav- 
ily as weather conditions and 
number of bombers permit. French 
factories working for Germany are 
on the list but the offensive is|° 
likely to be carried well into Ger- 
many. Such change as there has 
been in policy has resulted from 
experience which has shown that 
precision bombings are . possible 
only under ideal weather condi- 
tions. Attacks will, nevertheless, 
be made on industrial areas when 
pinpoint bombing of one target is 
impossible.

AMERICAN STEAMER 
SUNK; 21 MISSING 


NORFOLK, Va., March 14 (AP). 
— small American steamer was 
torpedoed and sunk off the At- 
lantic coast early Wednesday 
morning by an enemy submarine 
which cruised brazeniy about the 
area for four hours after the at- 


tack, showing a strong yellow4 


light from its conning tower. 


Seven members of the steamer’s | 


crew landed at Norfolk by a res- 
cue ship which picked them up 
after they had been adrift 10 hours 
on a life raft said there was little 
chance their 21 shipmates had sur- 
vived. 

The Fifth Naval District an- 
nounced the sinking today. 

Two Torpedoes in Minute. 
The submersible pumped two 
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torpedoes, spaced less than 60 sec- 
onds apart, into the steamer, the 
survivors told reporters in an in- 
terview and the stricken craft went 
down within two minutes. They. 
had no time to launch lifeboats 
and some of the men swam over- 
board from the deck, which was 
awash before they raced from their 


uarters. 

Capt. Nicholas Manolis, of Brook- 
lyn, N, Y¥., was cut severely about 
the face when the impact of the 
first torpedo shattered a window 
on the bridge, and he lost much 
blood before he and the other sur- 
vivors were taken aboard the res- 
cue vessel. 

The third assistant engineer, El- 
ton Hewett, of Southport, N. C., 
who was “half asleep” when the 
first torpedo crashed into the 
steamer’s starboard side just for- 
ward of amidship, said the ship 
‘was more than half down when I 
reached the deck.” 

Found Life Raft. 

Speaking from his bed in the 
United States" Marine Hospital 
here, Capt. Manolis’ related that 
the unarmed steamer was runh- 
ning without lights. Just before 
the attack the second mate re- 
ported to the captain that he had 
sighted two lights, one on either 
side of the ship. The skipper, who 
had been sleeping on the bridge 
deck, got to his feet and as he 
looked from the window the first 


torpedo struck. 


“One: of the lights the second 
mate sighted was on the subma- 
rine,” Capt. Manolis related. “I 
rang the alarm bell and gave the 
order to abandon ship, Half of the 
ship was sunk before I -got to a 
lifeboat. There was no time to 
launch them. I could hear cries 
for help from the men in the 
water. I swam overboard from the 
boatdeck. I saw a liferaft and got 
on it. I shouted to the men nearby 
to come aboard. I was bleeding 
badly from the face and had lost 
some of my strength. 

“Six others came ahoard the 
raft, three of them naked. The 
submarine had a light on the con, 
ning tower and kept cruising 
around with the light on until 
daylight, when it disappeared. 

“A plane appeared 15 minutes 
after we were struck. It was al- 


most overheard but at a great 
altitude. If the plane had come 
down it could have sunk the sub- 
marine. We rigged a flag on the 
raft. After daylight planes flew 
overheard three times. We used 
provision cans to reflect the sun 
but the planes didn’t see us. One 
plane was flying at about 300 or 
400 feet.”

‘Three to Women. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP). 
-— The Navy announced tonight 
award of 62 medals and 272 letters 
of commendation—three of these 
to women—in recognition of “hero- 
ism, courage, devotion to duty and 
gallant conduct” during the Jap- 
anese attacks on Pearl Harbor and 
Wake Island. 

Medals of honor were awarded 
by President Roosevelt to 14 mem- 
bers of the Naval Service. Secre- 
tary Knox authorized presentation 
of the Navy Cross to 48. 

“Fourteen of the medal presen- 
tations must be made posthumous- 
ly,” the announcement said. “They 
were earned by officers and men 
who died fighting on their ships, in 
carrying out self-imposed missions 
that meant the sacrifice of their 
lives in order that shipmates might 
live, and in other ,demonstrations 
of heroism.” 

Posthumous Awards. 

Among those awarded the medal 
ef honor posthumously were Rear 
Admiral Isaac C. Kidd of Washing- 
ton, Capt. Franklin Van Valken- 
burgh of Long Beach, Cal., and 
Capt. Mervyn S. Bennion of Ver- 
non, Utah. Admiral Kidd and Capt. 
Van Valkenburgh died when the 
former’s flagship, the battleship 
‘Arizona, blew up from magazine 
explosions an@ a direct bomb hit 
on the bridge. 

Commander Cassin Young of 
Coronado, Cal., one of the three 
medal of honor recipients who sur- 
vived the Pearl Harbor attack, was 
in command of a ship moored 
alongside the Arizona when explo- 
sions aboard the latter vessel blew 
him over board from his own ship. 
He went back, climbed the gang- 
way, and “with utmost coolness 
and calmness, despite his stunning 
experience of having been blown 
overboard, quickly estimated the 
situation and maneuvered his ship 
to a point of safety,” the announce- 
ment said. 

Alice Beckley Spencer, telephone 
supervisor at the Kaneohe Bay, 
Oahu, Naval air station, received 
a letter of commendation from 
President Roosevelt for “distin- 
guished devotion to duty, extra- 
ordinary courage, most efficient 
action, and utter disregard of her 
personal safety.” 

Commendation to Women. 

Miss Spencer relieved an enlisted 
man at the air station switchboard 
so that he could take his battle 
station while she remined at the 
switchboard during the entire day 
of the Japanese attack and the en- 
suing night, even though the build- 
ing was subjected to enemy fire, 

Vera N. Jones, chief telephone 
operator at the Pearl Harbor Navy 
Yard, was issued a letter of com- 
mendation for remaining at her 
post for 24 hours and performing 
her duties “in an outstanding man- 
ner,” which displayed “distin- 
guished devotion to duty and extra- 
ordinary courage and disregard of 
her own safety” during the Japa- 
nese attack. 

Mrs, Maria E. Chandler, wife of 
Lieut. Com. Chandler of the Navy

In May of 1922, just about two 
years after the Missouri slush-fund 
disclosure and while it was still 
fresh in the public mind, Senator 
Spencer’ procured from Harding 
the nomination of Goldstein as In- 
ternal, Revenue Collector at St.

There was an immediate and 
widespread flare-up of. criticism.

Louis, Senator James A, Reed, 
commented: “It will be remem- 
bered that Newberry (for whom 
$250,000 was spent in a Republican 
senatorial primary in Michigan) 
was canonized as a saint. Now 
Nat has. come to his reward.” 

Editorial comment reflected the 
shock féjt by the public. 

“Missouri,” said the New York 
Times, “appears to be President 
Harding’s unlucky State. Every 
time he draws the net of patronage 
in St. Louis he lands some 
strange looking fish. . . His 
selection (of Goldstein) has stirred 
the Democrats of Missouri to 
great and virtuous wrath, while 
it has proved too much for some 
of the strongest Republican stom- 
achs in the Senate.” From the 
stanchly Republican New York 
Tribune came the doleful word 
that “it is difficult to believe that 
the President was fully informed 
when he accepted Senator Spen- 
cer’s recommendation.”

Aviation Courses to Be 

Available in Elementary 
and Secondary Schools 
to This End. 


NEW YORK, March 14 (AP).— 
In an announcement which, for the 
first time, delineated a national 
aviation program designed to make 
the United States supreme in the 
air for the war effort, Robert H. 
Hinckley, Assistant Secretary of 


Commerce for Air, today said avia- |. 


tion courses would be made avail- 
able to students in elementary and 
secondary schools. 

Roughly, the educational pro- 
gram is intended to counteract the 
German primary and secondary 
school program, instituted in 1936, 
which has poured 25,000 young men 
a year into the German air force. 
The Government’s object is to pro- 
vide pre-flight training of pre-col- 
lege American youth. 

Instead of 25,000 students a year, 
Hinckley told the Scholastic Press 
Association, the Government, be- 
ginning next September, plang to 
“process” 45,000 flying students 
each year, and the elementary 
school studies are intended as.a 
pre-flying course indoctrination in 
aviation, 

Under his direction, ground 
school and flight instruction is 
being given now in more than 500 
colleges. That number will be in- 


‘creased under a directive of the 


War Department by which the en- 
tire pilot training facilities of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
will be devoted to the war effort. 
“Too Little and Too Late.” 
“For two and a half years,” 
Hinckley said, “it has been the 


game tragic story. The blood-

Hinckley referred to a produc- 
tion of 45,000 combat planes for 
1942, and remarked, “Just think 
what that means in terms of per- 
sonnel—in number of pilots and 
navigators alone, not to speak of 
bombardiers, trained aerial ob- 
servers and -photographers, gun- 
mers and skilled mechanics to 
service the planes on the ground.”

“More than a million members

el airplanes in the primary

MRS.F-D.R. SAYS LABOR 
MUSTN'T GIVE UP GAINS 


Obligated to Maintain Peace- 
time Standards for Boys in 
Army, She Thinks. 


OBERLIN, O., March 14 (AP).— 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt declared 
today “labor should not give up 
the standards it has won in peace 
time,” because it “has an obliga- 
tion to maintain that peace time 
standard for the boys in the Army 
when they get back.” 

Addressing an Oberlin College 
student conference, she added that 


“every bit of overtime should be 
‘paid in defense bonds, and every 
bit of interest above three per 
cent on investments should go. to 
defense bonds.” 

Replying to a written question 
from her audience asking what she 
considered the most important 
thing in post-war reconstruction, 
Mrs. Roosevelt asserted: 

“You must make up your minds 
that there will be no unemploy- 
ment. When the soldiers come back 
after this war, they should not 
come back to a short period of 
prosperity and then a depression 
with great unemployment. 

“If we can afford a war we can 
afford a peace where people are 
not thrown out of work. 

“I think the war is teaching us 
to think ahead,” she said. “We can- 
not leave reconstruction to the 
future. The reason this war has 
been so hard to fight is because 
so many people have been putting 
off problems they knew they would 
have to face some day. The stake 
that youth has in reconstruction is 
whether we repeat history or 
whether we make new history.” 

Traveling alone, Mrs. Roosevelt 
declined offers of automobile 
transportation here from Cleve- 
land, where she had breakfast, and 
boarded a regular bus. She planned* 
to return to Washington tonight 
by plane from Cleveland,

FOR SCRAP METAL, » 
UNNEEDED ARTICLES 


Old Lathe Sold for $1801 
Now Turning Out Work 
in War Plant. 


The sale of scrap metal, old ma- 
chines and unneeded chattels, 
found hidden away in dark store- 
rooms and basements at city insti- 
tutions, has been highly profitable 
to the city, which has received $28,- 
315 for the salvage during the last 
eight months, Supply Commission- 
er William R. Orthwein announced 


yesterday. 

Many of the items, such as metal 
scrap, waste paper, rags, and old 
tires and tubes have been sold as 
junk, but other articles have been 
found to be still useful to pur- 
chasers, such as an old lathe 
bought by the city in 1888, which 
was sold to an iron works for 
$1801 and is now being used to 
turn out war materials. 

A. quantity of track bolts pur- 
chased years ago brought $696, a 
little more than the city originally 
paid for them. Grease and bones 
saved at institution kitchens yield- 
ed $1098, old maps of city lots, 
replaced in the Assessor’s office, 
were sold to a title agent for $310, 
and two mules, a horse and an an- 
cient cow were disposed of at 
lesser amounts. Cells at the old 
Mounted Police Station in Forest 
Park netted $50, and old furniture 
aoe the’ Circuit Attorney's office 

The salvage sale hag not only 
contributed vital scrap for war 
production but has provided the 
city with an additional source of 
income, Orthwein pointed out. Dur- 
ing the eight-month period the 
city has obtained three times the 
average amount obtained for junk 
in recent years.

in their under-estimation of Jap- 
anese strength and the role of air- 
craft in modern war, and by their 
superstitious belief in the automat- 
ic dominance of sea power. 


Japs Misunderstand U. S. 


The Japanese, according to 
Byas, “have never understood 
American psychology. They think 
democracies are constitutionally 
‘soft. That a nation can be pleas- 
ure-loving, extravagant, forever 
running after novelties, pacific, 
loathing war; that an unbridled 
press, radio and cinema may cease- 
lessly reflect and magnify all 
these things; and yet that such a 
nation may be revengeful and 
‘tough’ is something the narrow 
Japanese .military mind does not 
comprehend.” 


The principal enigma for the au- 
thor is the Japanese Navy. Most 
Japanese Army officers, he de- 
clares, are as ignorant as the peas- 
ants they lead; but naval officers 
are described as men of the world, 
traveled, conservative and intelli- 
gent. The Navy, he says, was un- 
doubtedly asked in the most sol- 
emn and formal manner by the 
Emperor and his advisers whether 
it could carry war with the United 
States to a successful issue, and 
offen- 
sive unless confident that this 
could be done. He recurs more 
than once to the question: “What 
has it got that we don’t know 
about?” 


Why Policy Changed. 


It certainly possessed over- 
whelming air strength and per- 
haps two or more new 45,000-ton 
battleships. The theory favored by 
the book is that a change came 
over the Japanese Navy's policy 
with realization that three groups 
of mandated islands intrusted to 
Japan by the Treaty of Versailles

ployes. This may seem an exorbi- 
tant figure, yet it only indicates 
the comprehensive scope of this 
wartime activity. The organization 
chart which Price carries in his 
head shows the disposition of these 
workers, most of whom will be se- 
lected by Civil Service examina- 
tions. 


‘Absolute Discretion.’ 


At the top is Price, responsible 
only to the President, who has 
given him “absolute discretion” in 
the censorship field. He handles 
only the most diffitult problems. 
For routine work there are six 
divisions for which Price has se 
lected men experienced in partic- 
ular fields. 

The first is “Administration and 
Personnel,” headed by James King, 
formerly assistant to the Admin- 
istrator of the Wage and Hour 
Division, to handle budget ques- 
tions, payrolls, quarters, supplies 
and the like, a difficult job in 
Washington these days. , 

Second is “Press,” headed by 
JohnH, Sorrellg of New York, for- 
merly executive editor of the 
Scripps-Howard newspapers, select- 
ed, presumably, to counter-balance 
Price’s connection with the Associ- 
ated Press. 

Third is “Radio,” supervised by 
John Harold Ryan of Toledo, gen- 
wral manager of the Fort Indus- 
tries which operated six broadcast- 
ing stations. 

The “International Mail” division 
is supervised by Lieut. Col. William 
B. Corderman, who is.building up a 
staff of 11,000 workers, of whom 
3000 have already been ‘selected. 

Fifth is “International Cable, Ra- 
dio and Landwire Communica- 
sions,” headed by Capt. Herbert 
Fenn, U. S. Navy. It will have 3000 
employes, of whom about 1800 have 
been chosen. 

Division of ‘Reports.’ 

The sixth and last division, the 
most secret and romantic, has the 
unglamorous title of “Reports.” 
Its head is Archie D. Burford, for- 
merly Special Intelligence Agent in 
charge of the Dallas office of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, who will 
have about 300 highly trained sub- 
urdinates.

“If the organization fails, I alone 
will be responsible. If voluntary 
censorship does not work, the 
newspapers will be responsible and 
I hate to think what would hap- 
pen if we have to come to com- 
pulsory censorship.” 


Definitions. 


This brings up a question of def- 
initions. What is “censorship”? 
What is meant by “voluntary”? 
As an exercise in semantics, Mel- 
lett could make a case that there 
is no censorship—yet. One dic 
tionary defines a censor as: 


“An official or military officer 
charged in time of war with ex- 
amining correspondence, news dis- 
patches, speeches and the like, in 
order to suppress or delete what- 
ever, if communicated, might aid 
the enemy or injure military or 
civilian discipline or morale.” 

So far there is no law or execu- 
tive order that any newspaper 
“must” submit dispatches to the 
Office of Censorship. The press 
division, however, is on an around- 
the-clock basis and correspond- 
ents wishing to learn about the de- 
sirability of publishing news 
stories may inquire there at any 
time. 

President Roosevelt was more 
explicit than Mellett. Writing to 
a meeting of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors here in Apri} 


last year, the President said: 


“So far as I am concerned, there 
will be no governmental control 
of news unless it be of vital mili- 
tary information.” 


This sentiment is Price’s idea, 
but the question arises, what is 
“vital military information?” 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commis- 
sion, War Production Board and 
other governmental officials have 
already clamped down on infor- 
mation which might be detrimen- 
tal to their particular agencies, as 
well as on “vital military informa- 
tion.” This is “censorship at the 
source” and is far more effective 
than deletion of facts in written 
dispatches. Price says he has no 
formal jurisdiction over depart- 
ment publicity regulations but he

This grew out of 
a dry raid which, as Attorney Gen- 
eral of North Dakota, Langer con- 
ducted in Minot, N. D., a hard- 
boiled town. Langer moved in with 
deputies and in a surprise raid 
took over numerous illegal saloons 
and houses of prostitution. 

For this he was made an honor- 
ary life member of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union. His 
arrest came about, Langer has 
testified, through a frame-up by 
the politicians who sanctioned the 
wide-open town. 

“In conclusion,” said the major- 
ity report, “the committee exer-

Roberts had been denied a seat 
in the House because, as a Mor- 
mon, he had practiced polygamy.

It seeks one thing 
only: success for Japan; and it 
would not act until it had con- 
vinced itself that it had much 
more than a 50-50 chance of suc- 
“Consciously Bold Decision.” 

“That conviction was reached on 
a careful and conservative estima- 
tion of the factors and resources 
available. Japanese resources are 
greater and their plans bolder 
than we know. ... It was con- 
sciously a bold decision, and it 
will in the end prove suicidal, but 
the Japanese Naval General Staff 
looked to the end before’ they 
made the beginning. They did not 
move before they had convinced 
themselves that they could win.” 


Byas and Kernan differ prin- 
cipally as to the degree to which 
Japan serves as a tool of German 
policy. The former concedes that 
the timing of the attack on. Pearl 
Harbor was probably a general 
Axis decision, and that the invest- 
ment of Atlantic waters of the 
Western Hemisphere by Nazi sub- 
marines was designed to help Ja- 
pan by drawing further American 
naval strength from the Pacific. 
Kernan argues that Hitler, as a 
result of reverses in Russia, or- 
dered Japan's entry into the war 
in the nick of time to prevent the 
United States from opening a sec- 
ond front on the European con- 
tinent. 


Byas asserts that nobody who 
knows the Japanese could hold 
this view, and declares they would 
not lift a finger to save Hitler. 
“Their thoughts,” he declares, “are 
for Japan first and only; opportun- 
ism is their only principle.” It is 
recalled that the terms of the Axis 
alliance left Tokyo with complete 
freedom of decision. The author 
goes so far as to describe the Jap- 
anese adventure as “insurance 
against German defeat rather than 
a gamble on German victory.” 


Purpose to Dig in Deep.

Kernan’s Thesis, 

Kernan’s thesis is that now is

Reich would be caught between 
the pincers of the Red Army and 
Anglo-American invasion of the 
continent.

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP). 
— majority of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee expressed quali- 
fied approval today of a sales tax 
as a means of raising part of the 
seven billion dollar additional] rev- 
enue being sought to aid in 
financing the war effort. 

While most members said much 
would depend on prior House ac- 
tion, an informal canvass by the 
Associated Press showed 14 Sena- 
tors were willing under certain 
conditions to impose general sales 
levies. Six of these made it plain, 
however, they were prepared to 
follow such a course only if they 
became convinced that present 
methods of taxation would not 
yield sufficient revenues. 

Against this, only Senator La- 
Follette (Prog.) Wisconsin, among 
the 21 members flatly. opposed a 
sales tax under any circumstances. 
Senators Johnson (Dem.) Colo- 
rado, Guffey (Dem.) Pennsylvania, 
Gerry (Dem.) Rhode Island, and 
Bailey (Dem.) North Carolina, de- 
clined to commit themselves and 
Senators Lodge (Rep.) Massachu- 
setts,-and Walsh (Dem.) Massa- 
chusetts, could not be reached. 

There have been indications re- 
cently that members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, which 
will act first on tax legislation, 
might turn to a sales levy as a 
substitute in part for the stiff in- 
creases recommended by the Treas- 
ury in individual and corporate 
income taxes, 

George Favors Direct Tax. 

Taking cognizance of this trend, 
Chairman George (Dem.) Georgia, 
of the Senate group said that if 
the House committee voted for a 
sales tax he would support it, *al- 
though he personally favored a 
direct tax at the source of wages, 
dividends, interest, rents and 
other income. 

“I think it will be necessary to 
go to some form of special tax 
such as a sales levy or a with- 
holding tax in order to obtain the 
entire seven billion dollars in new 
revenues the Treasury has _ re- 
quested,” George added. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, said he was enthusias- 
tically in favor of a retail sales 
tax and estimated that 5 per cent 
general levy, with 2 per cent on 
food, would bring in approximately 
four billion dollars. Similarly, Sen- 
ator Herring (Dem.), Iowa, said 
he regarded a sales levy as the 
fairest kind of tax, adding that it 
would go a long way toward pre- 
venting inflation—a view Treasury 
officials have disputed. 

Senator Brown (Dem.), Michi- 
gan, proposed a graduated levy 
similar to the English system, with 
& small tax on necessaries, a steep- 
er levy on semi-necessaries and 
drastic taxation of luxuries, Sena- 
tor Smathers (Dem.), New Jersey, 
said he intended to urge the Sen- 
ate committee to explore the possi- 
bilities of the sales tax thoroughly, 
adding that he hoped it would be 
adopted. 

Taft for Sales Levy. 

Opposing such steep income tax 
boosts as the Treasury hag pro- 
posed, Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
said he believed the necessary 
money could be raised more equit- 
ably by sales or withholding levies.

The six who looked upon the 
Sales tax as a sort of “last resort” 
method of raising funds included 
Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky and Senators Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri; Connally (Dem.), 
Texas; Radcliffe (Dem.), Mary- 
land; Davis (Rep), Pennsylvania, 
and Capper (Rep.), Kansas. 

Barkley said he would not ac- 
cept it as a substitute for income 
tax increases and Connally stipu- 
lated that it must be a temporary 
war levy, with a definite termina- 
tion date.

late, administer and supervise a 
program of approved projects with 
respect to the generation, trans- 
mission and distribution of elec- 
trical] energy on rural areas.” 

The Norris-Rayburn Act, ap- 
proved May 20, 1936, made the 
REA a permanent Government 
agency and laid out a 10-year pro- 
gram for loans. In 1939, the 
agency, formerly independent, was 
placed within the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Expert men have always headed 
the REA. The first administrator 
was Morris L. Cooke of Philadel- 
phia, who laid its foundation on 
three major conditions: 

First, an area must be consid- 
ered as a whole in feasibility 
studies; 

Second, line construction - must 
be safe and simplified, with costs 
as low as safety and dependability 
permit, and 

Third, the rate schedule must 
provide power at a price the farm- 
er can afford to pay. 

These remain the cardinal prin- 
ciples of REA today. 

The second administrator was 
John Carmody, like Cooke, an ef- 
ficiency .engineer. During Car- 
mody’s tenure, many privately 
owned electric companies tried 
every legal and operational trick 
to handicap the REA. Most of the 
privately owned utilities have 
given up this practice. 
Farmers’ co-operatives became 
the principal agent for farm elec- 
trification during Carmody’s ad- 
ministration. When other power 
agencies failed to act, or demon- 
strated either inability or unwill- 
ingness to do the job, farmers be- 
gan to band themselves together 
to provide power at cost. REA 
favored the plan because it made 
service available at rates and in 
areas otherwise impossible, So 
strong was this movement that 
today about 90 per cent of REA 
loans have been made to co-opera- 
tive groups. 

RFC Loans to Co-ops. 

The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, through the RBA, 
lent 350 million dollars to these 
co-operatives precisely as they 
lent money to ailing private utili- 
ties and other industrial enter- 
prises. These co-operatives pay an 
interest rate which is the same as 
the rate paid by the Government 
for the use of this money so, in 
effect, this procedure resulted in 
the pumping of millions of dollars 
of private capital into beneficial 
enterprise. 

These millions of dollars, all sound 
investments, flowed back into in- 
dustry to provide employment for 
thousands of workers in copper 
mines, mills, electrical equipment 
factories, lumber enterprises, and 
in the rural communities them-

Experience has demonstrated 
that the development of the REA 
co-operatives has meant a sub- 
stantial increase in business for 
the private utilities. During the 
last fiscal year, REA systems paid 
a total of $7,377,755 for electric 
energy. Of this, 57.9 per cent, or 
$4,273,134, was paid to private 
utilities. Most of that sum rep- 
resented new business which would 
have remained undeveloped had it 
not been for the REA distribution 
systems. 

Carmody served 28 months with 
the REA before he was named 
head of the Federal Works Admin- 
istration. He left this post recently 
to become a member of the Mari- 
time Commission. 

In REA Carmody was succeeded 
for a brief time by his assistant, 
Robert B. Craig, the immediate 
predecessor of the present head, 
Slattery. 

After Pearl Harbor. 

Pearl Harbor brought a change 
in REA initial policy. Living up to 
its motto of “Get the job’ done,” 
the REA is working wherever pos- 
sible to aid in the war program. 
Slattery expressed this new policy 
recently when he said: 

“The REA is putting every ounce 
of its energy into helping win the 
war, channeling every existing 
kilowatt hour to the place where 
it can help our fighting forces 
most. Sometimes this place is an 
Army training camp, sometimes it 
is a production line, and sometimes 
it is on the farm front where the 
men and women of rural America 
are growing the food—to feed the 
forces—to hold the freedom for 
America and her allies.” 

The work of the REA both on 
the rural and war programs is far 
from completed, From now on, 
that work will be directed from 
St. Louis by one of the ablest Gov- 
ernment groups.

POST ON WHEAT 
SOLD IN EXCESS OF 


TA RULED OU 


Court Holds Penalty 
Amounts to Taking 
Farmers’ Property With- 
out Due Process. 


DAYTON, O., March 14 (AP).— 
A special three-judge United States 
Court today held invalid a 49-cent 


penalty imposed by the Govern- 
keted in éxcess of AAA quotas, on 


farmers’ property without due 
process of law. 

The majority decision, from 
which Judge Florence Allen of the 
Sixth United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals dissented, did not touch 
on constitutionality of the Wheat 
Control Act itself, which farmers 
approved in a national referendum 
a year ago. Judge Allen contend- 
ed the impost was valid. 

District Judges Robert Nevin 
and John R. Druffel, pointing out 
that the penalty was increased by 
Congress from 15 to 49 cents after 
last summer’s crop was planted, 
said: 

“Under the circumstances, we 
are obliged to hold that the amend- 
ment of May 26, 1941, insofar as it 
increased the penalty for the farm 
marketing excess over the 15 cents 
per bushel and subjected the entire 
crop to a lien for the payment 
thereof, operated retroactively and 
that it amounts to a taking of 
plaintiff's property without due 
process.” 

The suit was the first of its kind 
in the nation, and followed an out- 
burst of complaint against the 
oN gd in all sections of the farm 

In Washington, aids of Secretary 
Wickard said the decision would 
be appealed. 

The majority opinion quoted Sec- 
retary Wickard as saying in a ra- 
dio address a week before the in- 
creased penalty was approved and 
less than two weeks before the 
referendum: 

“Because the uncertain world 
situation, we deliberately planted 
several million extra acres of 
wheat. Farmers should not be 
penalized because they provided 
against shortages of food.” 


HELEN WHITE TO RECEIVE 
NOTRE DAME LAETARE MEDAL 


Author and Instructor at Wiscon- 
sin U. Thirteenth of Sex to 
Get Award. 

SOUTH BEND, Ind.,+March 14 
(AP).—Miss Helen Constance 
White, author and University of 
Wisconsin instructor, will be the 
sixtieth recipient of the University 
of Notre Dame’s laetare medal, 
given annually to an outstanding 
member: of the Catholic laity. 

Miss White will be the thirteenth 
woman to receive the award, orig- 
inated in 1883. 

The Rev. J. Hugh O’Donnell, 
president of Notre Dame, said to- 
night in announcing Miss White's 
selection that her “literary suc- 
cesses have been remarkable, but 
none more so than the devout 
Catholic life which she has 
achieved and which she admirably 
exemplified through her talented 
mind and heart.”

THE STRUGGLE FOR 
EFFICIENCY 


N the three months since Pearl 

Harbor there has taken place in 

Washington a momentous 
gle in which the issue has been the 
efficient conduct of the war. We 
are now, I believe, ‘in sight of the 
end of the preliminary phase of 
that struggle, at a point where, be- 
cause the problem is clearer, we 
can redouble our efforts to solve it. 

The struggle is not between iso- 
lationists and interventionists, rati- 
icals and conservatives, old dealers 
and New Dealers, capital and la- 
bor, the Administration and the 
public. It is a struggle of ener- 
getic men against passive men, of 
the alert against the inert, of the 
live-wires against the deadwood, 
and it is being waged inside every 
department and agency of the Gov« 
ernment. What the public has 
been hearing in the way of crit- 
icism of Washington is in the main 
not the backseat driving of self- 
appointed critics but the reflection, 
sometimes confused and even dis- 
torted but genuine, of the struggle 
of the effective men in the Govern- 
ment service to break through the 
obstruction of the ineffective men. 

* * * 

HAT breakthrough may be 
said to have begun on Jan. 13, 
when—under pressure from Con- 
gress, from the independent press, 
and from the. loyal opposition in 
the person of Mr. Willkie, and no 
less from within the administra- 
tion itself—Donald Nelson was 
placed in charge of war produc- 
tion. The movement then began 
to gather such momentum inside 
and outside the Government that 
it may now be said that the break- 
through has been made in the War 
and Navy Departments. Both have 
been reorganized in such a way 
that the responsible commanders 
can now begin to give orders and 
pect to have them carried out: 
under the new organization they 
do not need to plead and negotiate 
endlessly with many separate, 
jealous, deeply entrenched, bureau- 

cratic chieftains. 

This reorganization, though nec- 
essary, would however be inconclu- 
sive ff it were not accompanied by 
the rise of new men to displace 
those who were for one reason or 
another, be it their age or their 
temperaments, unequal to the oc- 
casion. In the Army the blockade 
of seniority has been put aside, 
and while no one can say that the 
much younger officers are the 
finally right choice for our com- 
manders, one can say that the way 
has been opened up, as never be- 
fore, for the right men to make 
their way quickly to the top. 

In the Navy the reorganization 
has now been effected.- But the 
renovation and rejuvenation of the 
commanders has. not yet been. 
This, however, is now certain to 
take place. For the will to make 
it take place has been aroused. 


* * . 

HUS in war production and in 

the armed services, there have 
been laid the foundations of a 
proper organization and the ob- 
struction to the rise of new men 
has been broken up. In this sense 
it is correct to say that we are at 
the end of the preliminary phase 
of the struggle for the efficient 
conduct of the war. For under an 
organization where commands can 
be issued with assurance that they 
will be obeyed,.and with the ap- 
pearance of new men to operate 
the organization, the next things 
that need to be done have become 
considerably easier to do. 

The public criticism is no doubt 
vague, confused and even contra- 
dictatory when it expresses itself; 
for example, in demands for unity 
of command and also for a separ- 
ate air force. But the impulse be- 
hind this criticism is fundament- 
ally sound. There is an urgent 
‘need for a fusion of effort, both 
in planning and in action. There 
also is great need for the develop- 
‘ment of each arm—air, land, sea, 
undersea and amphibian—to its 
greatest possibility by men who be- 
lieve passionately in that arm. 
The best hope of achieving both 
of these objects—unity and close 
co-ordination on the one hand and 
maximum development of each 
arm on the other—is to have the 
wiser older men see to it that the 
ablest younger men rise quickly 
to the active commands.

OR the rivalries of the services 
have their root in the habits of 
men who grew old and eminent in 
time of peace, The rivalries per- 
sist by tradition, and this tradition, 
which must be discarded, has no 
strong roots, if it has any roots, 
in the younger men, They, more- 
over, are used to the modern 
weapons as very few of the older 
men could possibly be. Their ac- 
tive service has not been with the 
weapons of the last war, but with 
the weapons of this war, They 
have been flying planes, they have 
been riding in tanks, they have 
been going to sea in submarines 
and airplane carriers and de- 
stroyers and escort vessels. They 
do not need to be persuaded that 
the different arms must work to- 
gether in battle or that each arm 
has its own character which needs 
to be developed. 

In fact, it is from them, and 
from some of the older men who 
have lived with the times, that 
there comes all this criticism 
which the public hears about. 
Where but from them does any 
one suppose that the lay critics 
on the outside get the initial im- 
pulse to push for reforms in the 
military establishment? And what 
does any one suppose would be 
the use of agitating for these re- 
forms if the lay critics did not 
know that the men who must fight 
the war, staking their reputations 
and their lives on the issue, were 
demanding these reforms?

John F. Rhodes, Kansas City 
lawyer, president of the Missouri 
Bar Association, in a letter made 
public yeserday, tendered an apol- 
ogy to anyone who may have been 
offended by his recent reference 
to Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia 
of New York as “an Italian.” He 


disclaimed any purpose of racial 
intolerance or race-baiting, and in- 
sisted that, as a matter of fact, 
the New York Mayor, while an 
American by birth, was Italian in 
ancestry. 

In his letter, addressed to 
Jerome Walsh, chairman of the 
Civil Liberties Committee of the 
State Bar Asscoiation, Rhodes said 
in part: 

“For the sake of the record, as 
we say in the law, I willingly, 
wothout mental reservation, frank- 
ly and freely tender my apology to 
all and sundry who profess to see 
in my remark any race-baiting. 
There is nothing of which I am 
more intolerant that the intoler- 
ance exhibited by some of our 
people on occasion on account of 
race or religious origins. Thus, if 
in such remark, I am guilty of in- 
citing either race or religious 
prejudice, I humbly present my- 
self for correction. But I deny 
that there is, or that there was 
meant to be, any such inference 
in that remark. 

“Is Mr. LaGuardia ashamed of 
his ancestry? I know he is not. 
He is a typical example of a fine 
American citizen. His record of 
devotion to public service is be- 
yond question. Some of his meth- 
ods of giving service are ques- 
tioned by many; I am one of 
them.” 

Walsh, in his letter to which that 
of Rhodes was a reply, testified 
that he knew Rhodes as “a most 
vigorous and uncompromising op- 
ponent of anything that smacked 
of undemocratic or Gestapo ideas.” 
Walsh recalled “the fearless efforts 
with which you handled the malk- 
odorous Ku Klux Klan case as As- 
sistant Attorney-General of Kan- 
sas, instituting a quo warranto pro- 
ceeding in which you prevailed in 
the Supreme Court of Kansas, and 
afterwards were sustained in the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States. Your work in that case 
alone,” Walsh continued, “would 
stamp you as an unmistakable 
champion of the great freedoms 
that are guaranteed by the Ameri- 
can Bill of Rights.” 

In his talk to the St. Louis Law- 
yers’ Association Feb. 18, Rhodes 
spoke of the place of the lawyer 
in “civilian defense matters, the 
directing geniuses of which are an 
Italian who is slam-banging, hell- 
raising, headline-hunting all over 
the United States; a charming lady 
whose ideas are based On Polly- 
anna concepts; and a law school 
dean who attempted to justify sit- 
down strikes.”

The Court of Appeals was asked 
by John S. Leahy, Boehm’s attor- 
ney, to authorize a modification of 
Boehm’s sentence and the matter 
was argued in Kansas City last 
Friduy, with United States Attor- 
ney Harry C. Blanton opposing 
the request.

necessary for the Navy public rela- 
tions office to inform Casey that 
the Admiral had no authority in 
that field and to undo his efforts. 
The Harsch dispatch was an out- 
standing piece of war correspond- 
ence and was printed on the first 
page of the Post-Dispatch, Feb. 10. 

Price,‘as a former Washington 
correspondent, knows the difficul- 
ties of “censorship at the source,” 
and as a former AP general news 
editor he knows the problems of 


the country. He also knows that 
if the government offices and the 
defense establishment keep the 
clamps on real news not of vital 
military importance, the reporters 
will get the-news where they can 
and their editors will print it. 
Compu Censorship? 

Should that come to pass, the 
Government, if it were so minded 
could institute compulsory censor- 
ship and freedom on the press 
would go out the window for the 
duration of the war. The possible 
penalty could be withdrawal of 
the second class mailing privilege 
for publications, and the cancella- 
tion of license or the commandeer- 
ing of radio stations. In 1921, the 
Supreme Court, with Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis dissenting, 
held that Postmaster General Bur- 
leson was within his administra- 
tive rights when he had barred 
the Milwaukee Leader from the 
mails in 1917 because of Victor 
Berger's articles. 

If domestic censorship is “volun- 
tary,” international censorship is 
statutory and compulsory. This is 
called “censorship at the periph- 
ery,” and will account for all but 
a hundred or so of the 15,000 OC 
employes. It is a combination of 
detective and censorship work. 

Every international communica- 
tion, whether by mail, cable, radio, 
telephone or by hand-to-hand de- 
livery through persons aboard 
ships is subject to scrutiny by cen- 
sorship officials. Information 
which may give aid to the enemy 
is suppressed, either by deletion 
or by confiscation. Officials listen 
in to all international telephone 
calls with instructions to cut off 
any conversation, even that of high 
Government officials, if military 
information is being disclosed. 

“Positive” and “Negative.” 

Experts call this phase of censor- 
ship “negative.” The “positive” in- 
vestigation is considered more im- 
portant. This detective work con- 
sists of noting and collating sus- 
picious information crossing our 
borders. Some may relate to or- 
ders in South America—and be re- 
ferred to the State Department for 
its “blacklists”; others may be in 
code and be sent to military and 
naval intelligence. Another may 
involve “frozen assets” of enemy 
aliens and will go to the Treasury 
Department, still others may indi- 
cate that residents within the 
country are dealing with the 
enemy. Such latter information 
goes to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. Other “intercepts” are 
forwarded to the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare for notation and 
possible action. In this and other 
phases of international work close 
liaison hag been established with 
British and Canadian officials. 

Judging from British experience, 


| 


eventually have 5000 “intercepts” 
a day, Price says. Genera) sta- 
tions have already been estab- 
lished in New York, Miami, New 
Orleans, San Antonio, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Seattle.

The present -international com- 
munications organization is the 
outgrowth of a recommendation by 
the Joint Army and’ Navy Board 
more than a year ago. The Army 
was allotted “Mails” and the Navy 
“International Cable and Radio.” 
Schools were set up for officers 
and men, and when Price became 
Censor he found a nucleus of 
workers who had had six months 
or more of training. 

Price believes he has a far more 
efficient administrative organiza- 
tion than George Creel’s Commit- 
tee of Public Information of the 
last war whose censorship activ- 
ities were governed by a cumber- 
some board composed of the rep- 
resentatives of the Secretaries of 
War, Navy, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, the War Trade Board and 
Creel’s outfit. Funds for the or 
ganization were in the Postoffice 
Department appropriation bill and 
the political reputation of the 
Postoffice under Burleson caused 
many qualified persons to refuse 
positions. Untrained workers were 
employed and at the end of the 
war the committee had a list of 
more than 250,000 suspects. 

Creel’s committee, however, was 
as- much concerned with propa- 
ganda as with censorship. In this 
war domestic propaganda assign- 
ments have been given to Archi- 
bald MacLeish’s Office of Facts 
and Figures and Robert Horton’s 
publicity division of the Office of 
Emergency Management. Interna- 
tional propaganda is handled by 
Col. William J. Donovan as Co-ordi- 
nator of Information and by Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller as Co-ordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs, 


_ Review of Creel’s Work. 

An exhaustive review of the 
work of the Creel committee has 
just been published by the Prince- 
ton Press. It is “Censorship— 
1917,” by James M. Mock, associate 
national archivist and co-author 
with Cedric Larson of “Words That 
Won the War.” Mock accepts cen- 
sorship as inevitable in war and 
insists that a democracy must take 
two risks: first, some freedom of 
criticism must be allowed to enable 
citizens to object to bureaucratic 
or military inefficiency that may 
endanger the nation’s war effort, 
and, second, that a democracy 
must take precautions against the 
possible carry-over into the post- 
war era of the restrictions upon 
citizens’ constitutional rights. 

There are no indications that the 
present “voluntary censorship” 
seeks to stifle editorial criticism, 
and with Price as Censor there is 
little likelihood that even this mild 
censorship will be carried into the 
post-war era. More realistic and 
fundamental objections can be

IMOSHENKO, with the smell 
T of gunpowder in his broad 

nostrils, declined to abandon 
his military career when the Czarist 
army finally was demobilized in 
1918. The young soldier immedi- 
ately enlisted in one of the first 
Red Army units, the Black Sea 
Guerrilla Detachment, and prompt- 
ly formed a Volunteer Cavalry Di- 
vision to give battle to the German 
Army in the Crimea. He was for- 
mally recognized as a commander 
when the Black Sea Guerrillas of- 
ficially became the First Revolu- 
tionary Crimean Cavalry Regi- 
ment, 

It was during the early revolu- 
tionary period that he learned the 
effectiveness of properly organized 
‘guerrilla warfare that has proved 
so valuable to his regular Russian 
armies, hard pressed by the Nazi 
invader. And like his counterpart 
in the Philippines, he is on home

Marshal Timoshenko Is the MacArthur 
of Soviet Army—Now Leading Big Push 
Against Nazis on Russo-German Front.

Stalin declared later that this vic- | — 


tory over seemingly insurmount- 
able obstacles turned the entire 
tide of battle on the Polish front 
to Soviet success, . 

Already the name of this tall, 
raw-boned commander with 
smooth-shaven face and pate, 
whose typical Slavic features rare- 
ly betrayed a single emotion, had 
become a legend in Soviet military 
circles, He was well on the way 
to becoming a national hero at 25 
until military matters were ob- 
scured by political activity in the 
Soviets. But tales of his tactical

skill were handed from mouth to 
mouth by soldiers who served un- 
der him.

The Timoshenko legend con- 
tinued to expand with added ac- 
tivity. In the final stages of revo- 
lutionary fighting, his force res- 
cued the First Cavalry from 
numerically s or Whites, and 
later his troops stormed and de- 
stroyed a heavily armed train of 
the enemy. And equally important 
in his career, the peasant-com- 
mander was becoming articulate— 
not yet as well-epoken as MacAr- 
thur, but quotable. His words to 
hig soldiers when they were about 
to enter territory not then held by 
Russia were widely publicized: . 

“Remember, you are an army of 
liberation. You .must protect the 
populatien.” 

He cautioned the men he led 
into Poland:

T 40, after a tour of duty which 
A pisces him in command of al- 

most every Soviet key position 
and included visits to Western Eu- 
ropean military centers, he resumed 
his post as commander of troops 
and member of the Military Council 
of the Kiev Military area. When 
the Axis-Soviet pact was signed 
he led the march into Eastern Po- 
land, and poets began to sing of 
this first Napoleon of the Red 
Army. Comrades were humming: 
“Za Liubimym Komandarnom” 
(“They Followed Their Beloved 
Leader”), by the Ukranian writer, 
Lebedes Kumach. 

But little time was allotted to 
Timoshenko to bask in the warm 
glory of this relatively simple mar- 
tial maneuver. Scarcely four 
months after the Poles had “en- 
thusiastically greeted their Slavic 
brothers,” the Finns were coldly 
receiving similar proffered protec- 
tion by heavy artillery fire from 
the, Mannerheim Line. Timoshen- 
ko’s job was to break through a 
strongly fortified position that 
could not be outflanked through 
the Gulf of Finland at one end and 
Lake Ladoga at the other. To af- 
ford this soldier of fate a perfect 
Herculean setting, the elements 
obligingly provided the coldest 
winter of the century. 

The temperature was pegged for 
weeks at about 50 degrees below 
zero and snow drifted in piles as 
high as ‘some of the Ozarks. Timo- 
shenko, ignoring outside criticism, 
planned to gnaw systematically 
through the steel-reinforced con- 
crete fortifications, He set up a 
replica Mannerheim . Line with 
which to drill his troops for the 
eventual break-through. Within 
two months, the main attack was 
launched and the line hitherto 
thought invulnerable was broken. 

But it was not until May, 1940, 


Stalin. The farm boy had come a 
long way since the Czar’s emis- 
sary tagged him for slaughter on 
the Western Front. 

Timoshenko began immediately 
a complete reorganization of the 
Red Army. He was particularly 
concerned with the expert training 
of small groups. 

“If each particle attains real ef- 
ficiency and imbues genuine mili- 
tary culture in all of our larger 
units, our troops, should they be 
called on to fight, will carry on 
their operations without sustaining 
heavy losses,” he said, with the re- 
sult that when war came to Russia 
the country was prepared like the 
Philippines with men whose train- 
ing qualified them to organize 
small combat groups for effective 
operations either with main forces 
or in occupied territory behind 
enemy lines. 

Like Gen. MacArthur, Timoshen- 
ko is a strict disciplinarian despite 
his concern for the esprit of his 
men. He urged titles of rank and 
salutes for officers, long aban- 
doned by the Soviets, and had his 
way in the matter. He even had 
political commissars eliminated 
from Army affairs for an interval, 
but they were reinstated with the 
advent of the Nazi attack, just 
why no one seems to know.

LSO, like MacArthur, in time 

of peace he urged preparation 

for a war “that couldn’t hap- 
pen.” Not long after the American 
general had concluded a character- 
istic address before a group of 
graduating West Pointers with the 
phrase: “Let us be prepared lest We 
too perish,” the man destined to 
save Moscow told his own nation’s 
military students: “The Soviet 
Union stands outside the orbit of 
war, but this does not mean that 
we are safe from any provocations 
that may threaten our borders. Un- 
der these conditions we must be 
ready for any emergency and 
further strengthen the Red Army’s 
fighting capacity.” He was per- 
mitted to expand the Army. 

Thus, when the Nazis began the 
push toward Moscow, Timoshenko 
was appointed Commander in 
Chief of the troops on the Central 
front, charged with the defense of 
the city. Stalin took over the 
post of Peoples’ Commissar of De- 
fense. The German drive reached 
the very gates of the city; fighting 
was almost hand to hand; gunfire 
deafened the ears of Moscow civil- 
fans and national treasures and 
documents were moved to the in- 
terior. It seemed the fall of Mos- 
cow was inevitable when Timo- 
shenko was moved to the Southern 


area where the enemy, crashing 
through the Ukraine, threatened 
Rostov—gateway to the Caucasus, 

To outsiders, it appeared that 
Timoshenko had been shelved in 
a shake-up of the High Command. 
Only after the attack on Moscow 
turned into a siege, the siege into 
retirement, the retirement into 
costly Nazi retreat and sometimes 
rout, that it was ultimately real- 
ized that Marshal Timoshenko had 
completed the mission that saved: 
Moscow and was in a field of bat- 
tle where only another miracle 
could save the day. 

It was in October that Timo- 
shenko dashed toward Rostov, then 
occupied by Germans. Early in De- 
cember the miracle man of Mos- 
cow reported that the German stab 
at the Caucasus had been blocked, 
that the enemy was routed at Ros- 
tov and that the city was now in 
his huge, heavy-knuckled hands. 
Foreign correspondents were re- 
luctant to send out the incredible 
news until it was confirmed at the 
Kremlin. Only a miracle could 
have saved Rostov but the Gen- 
eral who could perform it was on 
the job. 

Stalin personally sent congratu- 
lations to “the man who shattered 
the legend of German invincibility, 
first before Moscow, then at Ros- 
tov.” 

The Marshal has received the 
Order of Lenin twice, been desig- 
nated Hero of the Soviet Union 
and has won three Orders of the 
Red Banner and a Gold Star 
Medal. Not bad, so far, for a selec-

Adolf Hitler hag little interest 
in food. I can assure you that the 
kitchens at Berchtesgaden are 
probably the most carefully super- 
vised and important rooms in the 
entire menage. 


It is true that the Fuehrer is a 
vegetarian, but he is finicky to the 
point of obsession about what he 
eats and how it is served. Eve 
morsel must be of the best and 
woe betide Otto Schlieben, head of 
the domestic staff, if it is not 
cooked to perfection. Four chefs 
are employed in the kitchens. 
Every one came from a different 
famous Berlin restaurant. They 
are under the supervision of the 
only foreigner serving in Berchtes- 
gaden. This man is Rudi Vanyor, 
a Hungarian. He got His job be- 
cause he is the greatest authority 
on vegetarian food in Europe. He 
is now a German citizen and is 
paid a fabulous salary. 


The Fuehrer is a late riser, con- 
trary to popular belief, and he 
never breakfasts before 10 o'clock. 
Often it is 11. He takes a simple 
meal, usually comprising a glass 
of orange juice, followed by a few 
slices of rye bread and butter. 


Hermann Goering has said that 
Germans prefer guns to butter, but 
Hitler loves both. He usually gets 
through half a pound a day. Lo- 
cal farmers send supplies to the 
kitchens daily. 

Lunch is Hitler’s favorite meal. 
It begins invariably with vegetable 
soup, of which he manages to get 
through an incredible amount. 

He is not strictly teetotal, though 
near enough for all practical pur- 
poses. He never touches wines or 
spirits, but he does have an occa- 
sional glass of “near beer,” which 
is much weaker even than light 
lager. I imagine one could drink 
quarts of this beer without experi- 
encing the slightest alcoholic ef- 
fect. Its chief resemblance to real 
beer is its color. 


Hitler drinks an enormous 
amount of coffee. And he loves it 
to be very black and very sweet. 
Sixteen cups a day, and they are 
big ones, make up his usual ration.

Dinner is the day’s most elab-, 


orate meal at Berchtesgaden—but 
not for the Fuehrer, oddly enough. 
Though the meal] rarely has fewer 
than six courses, they are enjoyed 
only by the guests of the day. Hit- 
ler eats little at this time. More 
often than not he takes a small 
salad, potatoes cooked in one of a 
dozen different ways, and a sweet 
—of which he is fond.

ONG before he came to real 

power, Hitler used to visit the 

Kaiserhof or Adlon Hotel in 
Berlin every afternoon and munch 
his way through a large plat of 
cream buns, Th are his favor- 
ite sweets and ther are on the 
menu at least four days a week. 

Guests at dinner are permitted 
to drink wine provided it comes 
from German vineyards. This pro- 
viso has always irked Goering, who 
prides himself on being something 
of a connoisseur of wines and 
poasts a very fine cellar stocked 
with French and Italian wines at 
hig own home, Karin Hall. 
Smoking, of course, is absolutely 

taboo in Hitler’s presence or even 
in any room he might enter, He 
loathes the smell of tobacco, and 
he has been known to snatch a 
cigarette from the lips of an un- 
suspecting guest enjoying a quiet 
smoke.on one of the terraces when 
the Fuehrer came across him. 
Another thing I discovered after a 
very short time at the Berghof was 
that the German leader is the 
worst-dressed man in the land. Yet 
he has a private tailor, one. Herr 
Andergruss. His clothes are al- 
ways ill-fitting because he will not 
suffer to be properly measured or

measurements. Hitler is complete- 
ly indifferent to clothes. 

As a matter of fact, he regards 
interest in clothes as a weakness 
in men, and he never ceases tax- 
ing Goering with vanity because of 
that great man’s notorious collec- 
tion of uniforms. 

Hitler has a sentimental affec- 
tion for the simple uniform of the 
Storm Trooper—brown = shirt, 
breeches, knee-high boots. It is 
the one uniform in which he feels 
at home. 

The one great peculiarity of- the 
Fuehrer which causes most trouble 
to his immediate circle of col- 
leagues and servants, however, is 
his insomnia. He sleeps extremely 
little. And it is his abiding curse. 

It makes his time-table of daily 
work terribly difficult and exact- 
ing for ordinary folk. He rarely 
gets up before 10 a. m., as we have 
seen, and he never does any work 
at all until after lunch. Even then, 
he usually spends the afternoon 
talking with political visitors or 
gossiping with friends. He does 
little serious work. This begins 
when dinner is over at half past 
eight. Only then does the Fuehrer 
go to his desk. 

+ fF 

IRST, he studies a summary of 
F news from the world’s newspa- 

pers. This is prepared by a 
dozen linguistic experts, They have 
a difficult task. It is not true, as I 
have seen in foreign newspapers, 
that Hitler’s advisers, such as Rib- 
bentrop and Goebbels, censor these 
news digests to keep from the 
Fuehrer news they don’t want him 
to know about. But the press sec- 
retaries exercise a kind of censor- 
ship of their own—not for political 
reasons, but on the grounds of 


prudence. Hitler cannot bear hu- 


mor at his expense. Cartoons in 
English and American papers send 
him into violent rages. So do the 
many satirical poems published 
abroad. The English cartoonist, 
Low, especially enrages the 
Fuehrer. 

Such things as these, therefore, 
are kept from him, for when he 
sees one he vents his rage on the 
unfortunate secretary who put it 
before him, 


When he has assimilated the 
news, Hitler rings for his ordinary 
secretaries, who work in shifts, 
and begins to dictate. He does this 
at top speed and shouts as though 
he were addressing a public meet- 
ing. His phrasing and grammar 
are appallingly bad, and they have 
to be carefully edited before they 
appear on paper. 

Hitler spends about an hour and 
a half dictating memoranda in the 
ordinary way. These are then dis- 
patched by wire or dispatch rider 
to officials all over the country. 


Hitler, by the way, is full of con- 
tempt for the freedom of opinion 
enjoyed by newspapers in other 
countries. 


“The governments of those coun- 
tries are spineless,” I have heard 
him say. “The press exists to do 
as it ig told, not to tell govern- 
ments what to do. To preserve a 
free press is.as sensible as pre- 
serving an ulcer. That is what a 
free press is—an ulcer, an abscess 
on the body of the state.” i 

After he has finished dictating, 
Hitler talks to his political and 
military advisers. Or rather he 
talks at them. He will not endure 
a word of criticism. Goering has 
come as near to that as anyone 
in Germany dare. But even he 
has to tread warily. 

I was once serving coffee in the

Fuehrer’s study when he was talk- 
ing to Goering. Hitler was sitting 
at hig desk and the fat Field 
Marshal was pacing up and down 
when I entered. I cannot remem- 
ber what they were talking about, 
but suddenly Goering stopped 
walking up and down, went up to 
the desk and declared: “You can- 
not do it. The whole idea is stu- 
pid.” 

Hitler instantly rose to his feet, 

“What'” he shouted, “You dare 
to tell your leader what he can 
and cannot do. You dare to say 
my ideas are stupid? No one can 
advise me. I am supreme through- 


out the Reich. I, Adolf Hitler, rule 
this country. And what I say is 
law. Remember that, Hermann.” 

His voice had risen to a hyster- 
ical shriek before he finished, and 
when he sank back into his chair 
even the great Goering was a lit- 
tle shaken. 

Hitler was silent for a few sec- 
onds, then he motioned to me to 
serve the coffee. I had been stock- 
still by the door during his tirade, 
not daring to move. 

As he sipped his black coffee, 
the Fyhrer went on talking in a 
normal voice again to Goering as 
though nothing had happened. But 
with people lower in the hierarchy 
than Goering this fury would last 
much longer. Often it would end 
with severe penalties, such as re- 
duction in rank.

ITLER’S after-dinner talks last 
Hes: into the early hours of the 

morning. Several of his perma- 
nent entourage are good pianists, 
and when the Fuehrer feels in- 
spiration flag he makes one of 
them play for him. He loves Wag- 
ner and the’ sugary sentimental 
strains of a number of minor Ger- 
man and Austrian composers. 

As he listens to the piano, he 
lies back in his chair, with his eyes 
closed and his fingers gently keep- 
ing time to the music. He hates 
jazz music or dance music. “Ne- 
groid perversions” is how he char- 
acterizes almost any music from 
England or America. Often, when 
he has at last gone to bed, the 
Fuehrer finds that sleep is still 
eluding him. Then he will get up, 
return to his study and have one 
of his guests roused for him—or 
her—to talk. Goebbels is nearly 
always unlucky in this respect 
when he is at Berchtesgaden. 


When Hitler is not in the mood 
for talking or reading, he will go 
for long night drives in one of his 
big black Mercedes tourers. 

From my bedroom window I 
have often seen the car gliding out, 
of the garage at midnight. He> 
never drives himself. He is far too 
nervous. But he loves speed. His 
drivers have told me that on these 
nocturnal trips the speedometer 
rarely drops below 60 miles an 
hour, and often hits the hundred 
mark, 

Hitler’s favorite reading, apart 
from his never satisfied study of 
German history, is any book about 
the building of the British Em- 
pire. 

Experts from all over the world 
have been called in to cure the 
Fuehrer’s insomnia, but none has 
ever succeeded. He will not sub- 
mit to any kind of drugs. When 
the real doctors were baffled, he 
turned childlike to the quacks. 
Whenever an item about a cure 
for insomnia appears in a newspa- 
per, the professed magician is sum- 
moned to Germany, and paid an 
enormous fee to try his skill on 
Hitler. Perhaps the most fantastic

cure he tried was undertaken at 
the suggestion of a famous Swiss 
psychologist. 

A cinema screen was fitted to 
the ceiling of Hitler’s bedroom and 
from a concealed projector the col- 
ored Meving picture of a waterfall 
was thrown an to it. The Fuehrer 
was tdld to/make his mind a blank 

steadily at the falling 
water., He tried this for nearly a 
ht, during which millions of 
gallons of cinematic water must 
have fallen past his staring eyes, 
before the cure was abandoned as 
hopeless. On another occasion a 
Viennese specialist persuaded him 
that a series of exercises would 
prove efficacious, and for a week 
or two the Fuehrer was perform- 
ing contortions in his bedroom, one 
of which included standing on his 
head, I was told, so that the blood 
would rush to his brain, and then 
standing upright so that the blood 
would drain away rapidly. This 
was the best joke of his entourage 
while it lasted, though, of course, 
no hint of the fun was allowed to 
reach the Fuehrer’s ears. 

Hitler takes extraordinary pre- 
cautions to protect himself from 
enemies, apart from the normal 
protection of armed guards and 
bullet-proof guards. 

He is terrified of being poisoned. 
No one in his own household, even, 
is above suspicion. 


Samples of all his food are taken 
by a staff of analytical chemists 
and carefully examined hours be- 
fore the food is served. Hitler does 
not believe in having a food taster 


-in case a very slow poison might 


be used on him. The raw ma- 
terials of the kitchen are exam- 
ined by the chemists., And only 
the four chefs are allowed after- 
wards to touch the food or the 
dishes. 


Another precaution Hitler takes 
is the wearing of a bullet-proof 
vest. He dons this whenever he 
leaves the house. It can often be 
seen bulging through his coat in 
pictures. It is made of leather and 
a special light steel alloy. 


In his relations with the domes- 
tic staff, Hitler is a curious mix- 
“ture. Sometimes he will ignore 
their existence. He has a trick of 
appearing unaware of you in his 
presence which is very disconcert- 
ing. At other times, he gets into 
rages over trivialities such as the 
way his room has been tidied or as 
—* amount of coffeé served to 


On these occasions he can work 
into as great a fury as he 


does over political issues of the 
highest importance. He has even 
been known to fall into one of his 
notorious fits of hysterical weep- 
ing because a servant has upset 
him in some utterly trifling way. 
He will then accuse the offender 
of trying to distract him from his 
vital task of rebuilding the Reich, 
and it may mean the concentration 
camp if the usual reaction of for- 
giveness does not set in quickly.

UT 4 —— times when 

Hitler treats his servants al- 

most as equals. Then he will 
tell them that all are comrades in 
the common task and that his 
cooks are doing their bit as much 
as his generals. 

Hitler is often in such a mood 
after he has pulled off a big coup. 
Then he may give his servants 
presents. I once received from 
him, to my astonishment, a 1000- 
mark note when I entered his 
study to serve a meal at his desk. 

He smiled at me, told me I was 
pretty, and thrust the note into my 
hand “as a reward for faithful 
service, Fraulein.” (I was not al- 
lowed the status of marriage at the 
Berghof.) 

Hitler has all the normal man’s 
liking for a pretty face and a trim 
figure, though he dislikes women 
to use makeup or to be attractive 
in an artificial way. 

It is amusing for the domestic 
staff to watch the guests one at a 
time disappear when the Fuehrer 
does not notice to smoke or to get 
a drink in another part of the 
house. Usually they go to the quar- 
ters of the Black Guard officers to 
find good company and /amuse- 
ment. 

Sometimes one of them is sud- 
denly missed by the Fuehrer, and 
he will send servants to find them 
and reproach them for leaving 
without his permission. 

Even conversation is restricted 
at these parties. Hitler cannot 
bear joking, particularly jokes that 
sail too near the political wind. 
And since few' guests have the 
statud or courage to attempt to 
lead the conversation, the parties 
are really nothing but informal po- 
litical meetings gathered to listen 
to the leader. The women, particu- 
larly, find this boring, but as they 
have always the ax of a husband 
or lover to grind, they form an 
adoring audience which seems to 
take the Fuehrer in completely, for 
he is always pleased when the 
women compliment him or his po- 
litical acumen.

@ THE LIVING ROOM has two 
architectural features that make it 
outstandingly unusual attractive, 
and above all, modern. The entire 


fireplace wall is of the same brick 
as the exterior, the brick being 
earried along the wall to form an 
indoor garden planted with cactus, 
hibiscus and other unusual] fauna 
and flora. The other fascinating 
feature is that one entire end of 
the room is almost entirely of 
glass, part of this glass being a 
huge door that opens up in such 
an accordion-pleated manner that 
the whole outdoors seems to be- 
come part of the room. This door 
opens onto a terrace, part of which 
is open to the skies and part of 
which is protected by a canopy. In 
this room, as elsewhere through- 
out the house, there are certain 
features which are the last word 
in modern construction. The irreg- 
ular lines of the ceiling follow the 
roof lines, there are windows 
placed high in the wall that pro- 
vide a complete circulation of air, 
and there are indirect lights con- 
cealed in ledges formed by the 
ceiling. 

Off the living room to one side 
is the dining area, which may be 
shut off from the living room by 
curtains that may be drawn across 
the opening. To the other side is 
the library which takes advantage 
of the living room brick wall to 
have a fireplace if its own,

standing features of the house. The 
fact that the house is only one 
room wide permits many of the 
sleeping rooms to have windows 
on opposite walls, thus providing 
true through circulation. The 
kitchen is a dream of efficiency 
with the sink in the center of the 
room, and the play-room off this 
room permits the children to be 
watched when necessary. Also, it 
has a door opening directly into 
the yard so that they do not have 
to tral through the house with 
muddy shoes.

So into the kitchen we went and 
the matter with Henri 
Geib, the chef, Hungarian goulash 
was being made and I was some- 
what surprised to learn that the 
meat was cut from the shin of beef 
Yather than the top round. For 
tenderness and flavor I prefer the 
shin of beef, all of which is 
brought about by slow cooking. 

A pot roast is another dish that 
is most satisfying and it too is 
made of a secondary cut of beef. 
Lamb or beef hash is a favorite 
dish of mine. When I prepare a 
roast leg of lamb I immediately 
anticipate the delicious hash which 
will follow. A good sauce with a 
meat gravy as the base is the real 
secret. A liberal amount of raw 
potatoes, onions and green peppers, 
all cut in small cu and par- 
boiled, adds to the hash that cer- 
tain zest which pleases the palate. 

The three recipes which follow 
come direct to you from the fa- 
mous “21” restaurant, and you will, 
I’m sure, enjoy these culinary de- 
lights: 

HUNGARIAN GOULASH. 

Two pounds finely chopped on- 
ions. Put a little butter in a pot 
and brown onions well. Add to 
onions four pounds of shin of beef, 
cut in smal] pieces, three table- 
spoons paprika, one pound can of 
tomato sauce, salt and pepper and 
boiling water to cover all, Cook 
slowly for about two hours and a 
half. Serves eight persons. 

ROAST BEEF HASH EN 
SURPRISE. 

Three pounds of cold, cooked 
roast beef, 14% pounds of cold, diced 
boiled potatoes, one quart of beef 
broth ‘and salt and pepper. Cook 
all together for about 20 minutes 
until very hot. Place hash in a 
baked potato shell, with a freshly 
poached egg in the middle. Adda 
little grated Parmesan cheese on 
top and put under broiler flame for 
two minutes. One potato shell, 
provided it is a large one, is ample 
for one serving. 

BRAISED BEEF A LA MODE. 

Four pounds of bottom round of 
beef, larded with fat salt pork and 
raw sliced carrots. Put meat in a 
pot with a little butter and cook 
over fast fire for about five min- 
utes, or until the meat has a brown- 
ish color. Then add a glass of red 
wine and lower flame. Cook for 
about one hour. Then add sliced 
carrots, sliced turnips, small onions 
and new peas (all raw) and cook

TO MAKE raisin pound cake, 
simply add one cup of raisins to 
the pound cake recipe. The raisins 
must be well washed and dried on 
a towel or napkin, then added to 
the well creamed butter and sugar. 
This is the best method of adding 
raisins to a cake mixture and when 
the cake is baked they should be 
well distributed and not all 
bunched together on the bottom. 
Some recipes say to flour raisins 
before adding them to a cake bat- 
ter. I think perhaps this is where 
the trouble begins and the raisins 
sink to the bottom of the cake. 
Currants also are very nice in 
pound cake and I would suggest 
that you try them. The original 
recipe for pound cake called for 
one pound of butter, one pound of 
sugar, One pound of eggs and one 
pound of cake flour, hence the 
name “Pound Céke.” 

POUND CAKE, 

One and three-fourths cups but- 
ter, two cups sugar, eight eggs, 
three and three-fourths cups cake 
flour, one teaspoon baking powder, 
One teaspoon mace, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt.

“Volga-Volga” has a wealth of music of all sorts, vocal and instru-‘ 
mental, and Miss Orlova’s particular composition must be performed 
at least 50 times. All music is cleverly cued into the action and pro- 
vides a pleasant accompaniment to the trip down, or up, the Volga. 
Some of the scenery on this famous river greatly resembles that 
along the upper Mississippi, in Wisconsin and Minnesota. And some 
water scenes coming into Moscow could have been filmed a few hundred 
yards offshore at Cahokia, from the deck of the Steamer Admiralsky.
